Ogden, Utah, May 11'.—Another train 


has been wrecked by tho quagmire on 
tho Luclon cut-off.

GO per cent of them can neither rend 
nor write, the language of the mother 
country, and It Is reasonable to sup- 
pose that but little erfort will be made 
to acquire the language of their ad- 
opted country. 


Twenty-five per cent of this mass of 


Ignorance Is dumped upon the state 
of New York, and a large majority 
of it upon the metropolitan city. In

statistics.

er, has recently discovered ttiat the 
voting population of New York City 
is controled by foreign born citizens. 
This is true of all large cities .except 
Philadelphia, but Its more of n mem- 
ace to New York than any other city 
because It Is the port of entry.where 
armies \of this class of 
people are 


grouped In communities by themselv- 
es. 
One block In the Italian quarter 


has a population of 40.000. 
That 


means a little city by Itself. 


It Is a well known fact that a large 


majority of these people 
are taken 


Into our body politic, and voters given 
the right of sufferage 
long before 


they possess the first elements of cit- 
izenship, and It Is not at all surpris- 
ing that corruption prevails In our 
large municipalities, 
neither Is It 


surprising that socialism and anar- 
chy ore on the Increase. 


Our laws on illiteracy need a thor- 


ough revamping. 
There Is no reas- 


on why an Ignorant foreigner who Is 
shipped to this 
country at the ex- 


pense of his own country for the sole 
purpose of getting rid of him should 
be given the right of sufferage. until 
he has been here long enough to be- 
come Americanized, and until he Is 
able to read and write the language; 
of the country. 


The South is upheld by many peo- 


ple In the north for disfranchising the 
negro, and yet the negro Is as an Am- 
erican born citizen, and the race pos- 
essses more intelligence, than a maj 
orlty of the immigrants that are com- 
ing to our shores today. 


There Is something radlcaly wrong 


In existing conditions. The dynamite 
boom that was found on tho whart, 
ns the liner Umbrln was about to sail, 
the other day, was of foreign produc- 
tion, at least so far as the brain that 
contrived the damnable plot watt con- 
cerned, and yet It Is safe to say that 
these disciples of Herr most, are full 
Hedged Americans cltlzent*. clothed 
with all the authority that this high 
honor confers.

SOME IMPORTANT CHANGES

"1. Subscribers .who do not-.*lve 


express notice to tno contrary 
are 


considered as wishing to renew their 
subscriptions. 


"2. If subscribers order the dis- 


continuance of their periodical 
the 


publisher may continue to send them 
until all arearages' are 'paid. 


"3. If subscribers neglect or refuse 


to take their periodicals from 
the 


postofllce to which they are dlrectw 
they are responsible until they have 
settled their bills and ordered 
tht 


paper discontinued. 


"4. If subscribers move to other 


places without Inform.ng the publish 
er. and the papers are sent to 
tho 


former address, subscribers are hole 
responsible. 


"5. The courts have decided that 


refusing to take periodicals from the 
ofllce or removing and having then 
uncalled for, is prlma facie evidence 
of Intentional fraud. 


"0. If subscribers pay In advance 


they are bound to give notice at tho 
end of the time If they do not wish to 
continue taking It, otherwise. (,he pub 
Usher is authorized to send It 
and 


the' subscriber bo responsible iinti: 
an express notice, with payment oi 
all arrearages, Is sent to the publish 
e.% 


"7. The latest postal laws are such 


that a newspaper publisher can arrest 
any one for fraud who takes a paper 
and refuses to pay for it. 
Under the 


laws the man who allows his 
sub 


scrlptlon to run along for some time 
unpaid and then orders it dlscontln 


ie;I. or, orders the postmaster to mark 
t 'refused' and have a postal 
card 


sent notiylng the publisher, 
leaves 


ilm.self liable to arrest and fine, the 
amo as for theft." 
So much lins been said about 
the 


lability of newspaper patrons, 
and 


he rights of the publisher, that the 
ibove supremo court rulings, are 
of 


nterest.
